An  ordinance  authorizing  the  acquisition  by  pur- 
chase or  condemnation  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  of  the  fee  simple  interests 
or  such  other  interests  as  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  may  deem  necessary  or  sufficient,  in  and 
to  certain  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  situate  in 
Baltimore  City,  for  public  highway  purposes, 
namely  for  the  opening,  widening,  grading,  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  (1)  Northern  Park- 
way, 100  feet  wide,  from  its  present  end  1388.16 
feet  southwesterly  from  Wabash  Avenue,  to 
Liberty  Heights  Avenue  as  proposed  to  be  opened 
and  widened  hereunder,  except  said  100  foot 
width  varies  from  615.0  feet  at  said  Liberty 
Heights  Avenue  to  100  feet  at  a  point  189  feet 
northeast  thereof,  (2)  Liberty  Heights  Avenue 
along  the  northeast  side  as  now  laid  out,  by  a 
strip  of  land  varying  in  width  from  2.58  feet  to 
35.0  feet,  from  Silver  Hill  Avenue  to  the  Western 
Boundary  of  Baltimore  City  and,  (3)  twelve  ex- 
tinguishable  slope  easements  areas  appurtenant  to 
said  Northern  Parkway  and  said  Liberty  Heights 
Avenue  and,  (4)  eleven  appurtenant  easements 
for  drainage  and  other  Municipal  utilities  and 
authorizing  the  acquisition  by  purchase  or  con- 
demnation of  any  property,  rights,  interests,  slope, 
drainage  and  other  easements  and/or  franchises 
necessary  in  the  opening,  widening,  grading,  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  said  (1)  Northern 
Parkway,  (2)  Liberty  Heights  Avenue,  (3)  Slope 
Easements  and  (4)  drainage  easements  and  auth- 
orizing the  making  of  all  necessaiy  agreements 
concerning    said    (1)    Northern    Parkway,    (2) 
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Liberty  Heights  Avenue,  (3)  Slope  Easements  and 
(4)  drainage  easements  and  authorizing  the  con- 
struction of  said  (1)  Northern  Parkway,  (2) 
Liberty  Heights  Avenue,  (3)  Slope  Easements 
and  (4)  drainage  easements  hereinafter  some- 
times called  Northern  Parkway  Project  the  loca- 
tion and  courses  of  said  Northern  Parkway  Proj- 
ect being  shown  on  a  plat  thereof  numbered  222- 
A-46,  prepared  by  Matz,  Childs  and  Associates 
and  filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  on  the  Third  (3rd)  day  of  June,  1963. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  it  is  necessary  to  acquire 
by  purchase  or  condemnation  for  public  highway 
purposes,  namely,  for  the  opening,  widening,  grad- 
ing, construction  and  maintenance  of  (1)  Northern 
Parkway,  100  feet  wide,  from  its  present  end  1388.16 
feet  southwesterly  from  Wabash  Avenue,  to  Liberty 
Heights  Avenue  as  proposed  to  be  opened  and 
widened  hereunder,  except  said  100  foot  width 
varies  from  615.0  feet  at  said  Liberty  Heights 
Avenue  to  100  feet  at  a  point  189  feet  northeast 
thereof,  (2)  Liberty  Heights  Avenue  along  the 
northeast  side  as  now  laid  out,  by  a  strip  of  land 
varying  in  width  from  2.58  feet  to  35.0  feet,  from 
Silver  Hill  Avenue  to  the  Western  Boundary  of 
Baltimore  City  and,  (3)  twelve  extinguishable 
slope  easements  areas  appurtenant  to  said  Northern 
Parkway  and  said  Liberty  Heights  Avenue  and 
(4)  eleven  appurtenant  easements  for  drainage  and 
other  Municipal  utilities;  hereinafter  sometimes 
called  Northern  Parkway  Project,  the  fee  simple 
interests  or  such  other  interests  as  the  Director  of 
Public  Works  may  deem  necessary,  in  and  to  the 
pieces  or  parcels  of  land,  situate  in  Baltimore  City, 
including  the  improvements  thereon,  bounded  as 
follows : 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  the  present  end  of 
Northern  Parkway  at  the  end  of  the  second  line 
of  the  nineteenth  parcel  of  land  described  in  Ordi- 
nance No.  1662  approved  May  9,  1963,  authorizing 
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the  acquisition  of  land  for  the  opening  of  Northern 
Parkway,  100  feet  wide,  and  running  thence  South 
0-l'-"^-43'-00"  East,  binding  reversely  on  said  line  and 
on  the  westernmost  outline  of  the  property  of  the 
Chizuk  Amuno  Congregation,  there  situate,  101.56 
feet :  thence  binding  on  the  southeast,  east  and 
northeast  sides  of  Northern  Parkway  as  proposed 
to  be  opened  hei-eunder  the  six  following  courses 
and  distances;  namely,  South  75°-13'-40"  West 
503.55  feet,  by  a  line  curving  to  the  left  with  a 
radius  of  1712.95  feet  the  distance  of  1944.23  feet 
which  arc  is  subtended  bv  a  chord  bearing  South 
42-42'-42.5"  West  1841.53  feet.  South  10^-11M5'' 
West  551.41  feet,  by  a  line  curving  to  the  right 
with  a  radius  of  2341.83  feet  the  distance  of  643.74 
feet  which  arc  is  subtended  by  a  chord  bearing 
South  18^-04'-15''  West  641.72  feet.  South  25°- 
56'-45"  West  293.51  feet  and  South  22°-44'-35" 
East  266.00  feet  to  intersect  the  northeast  side  of 
Liberty  Heights  Avenue  as  proposed  to  be  opened 
and  widened  hereunder;  thence  South  64°-02'-26" 
East,  binding  on  said  northeast  side,  109.56  feet 
to  intersect  the  northwest  side  of  Parkview  Ave- 
nue, as  now  laid  out  50  feet  wide;  thence  crossing 
said  Parkview  Avenue,  South  67°-39'-34''  East 
50.33  feet  to  intersect  the  southeast  side  of  said 
Parkview  Avenue;  thence  South  64°-05'-21"  East, 
binding  on  the  northeast  side  of  said  Liberty 
Heights  Avenue,  469.57  feet  to  intersect  the  north- 
west side  of  Silver  Hill  Avenue,  fomierly  Exeter 
Place  15  feet  wide;  thence  South  22°-12'-03"  West, 
binding  on  said  northwest  side,  2.58  feet  to  inter- 
sect the  northeast  side  of  Liberty  Heights  Avenue 
as  now  laid  out;  thence  North  67°-46'-36"  West, 
binding  on  the  northeast  side  of  last  said  Liberty 
Heights  Avenue,  522.77  feet  to  intersect  the  north- 
west side  of  the  aforesaid  Parkview  Avenue;  thence 
South  28^^-53'-20"  West,  binding  on  said  northwest 
side,  1.89  feet  to  intersect  the  northeast  side  of 
Liberty  Heights  Avenue,  as  now  laid  out  66  feet 
wide;  thence  North  61°-59'-55"  West,  binding  on 
last  said  northeast  side,  808.30  feet  to  intersect 
the   Western   Boundary   of   Baltimore    City   estab- 
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lished  in  1918;  thence  due  North,  binding  on  said 
Western  Boundary,  8.39  feet  to  intersect  the  north- 
east side  of  Liberty  Heights  Avenue  as  proposed 
to  be  opened  and  widened  hereunder;  thence  bind- 
ing on  said  northeast  side  the  two  following  courses 
and  distances;  namely.  South  64°-21'-3a"  East 
83.37  feet  and  South  71°-36'-36"  East  100.64  feet 
to  intersect  the  northwest  side  of  Northern  Park- 
way, as  proposed  to  be  opened  hereunder;  thence 
North  73°-25'-50"  East,  binding  on  said  northwest 
side,  300.00  feet  to  intersect  the  northwest  side  of 
Northern  Parkway,  100  feet  wide,  as  proposed  to 
be  opened  hereunder  and  a  line  drawn  parallel 
with  and  distant  100.0  feet  northwesterly  measured 
at  right  angles  from  the  sixth  line  of  this  descrip- 
tion ;  thence  reversing  said  line  so  drawn  and  bind- 
ing thereon  and  on  lines  drawn  parallel  and  con- 
centric with  and  distant  100  feet  northwesterly  and 
westerly  measured  at  right  angles  and  radially 
from  the  sixth,  fifth,  fourth,  third  and  second 
lines  of  this  description  respectively,  the  five  fol- 
lowing courses  and  distances;  namely.  North  25°- 
56'-45''  East  293.51  feet,  by  a  line  curving  to  the 
left  with  a  radius  of  2241.83  feet  the  distance  of 
616.26  feet  which  arc  is  subtended  by  a  chord  bear- 
ing North  18°-04'-15"  East  614.31  feet.

Ofifice  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  on  the 
Third  (3rd)  day  of  June,  1963. 

The  extinp:uishable  slope  easements  to  be  ac- 
quired hy  purchase  or  condemnation,  under  author- 
ity <zranted  by  this  Ordinance,  for  said  Northern 
Parkway  Project  are  more  particularly  described 
as  follows:

Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section 
is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  ($10)  for  each  such  violation.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Maijor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  new  Section  100  be 
and  it  is  hereby  added  to  Article  9  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Fire,"  to  follow 
immediately  after  Section  99  thereof,  to  be  under 
the  new  subtitle  "Civil  Defense,"  and  to  read  as 
follows : 

100.  Civil  Defense 

(a)  In  order  to  insure  continuity  of  a  civil  de- 
fense program  in  Baltimore  City,  effective  as  of 
January  1,  1964,  there  shall  be  in  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment a  civil  defense  division,  the  head  of  which  shall 
be  a  Director.  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
7(a)  of  Article  16A  of  the  Annotated  Code  of 
Maryland  (1963  Supplement),  said  director  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Governor  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  City,  and  hold 
office  subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of  the 
said  Mayor  under  the  general  power  of  the 
Governor.

the  inspection,  care,  and  humane  treatment  of 
horses  used  in  this  City  for  work  purposes  or  for 
the  performing  of  some  work  or  labor,  "by  the 
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owner,  custodian,  or  renter,  and  providing  penal- 
ties for  a  violation  thereof"  and  relating  gene- 
rally to  the  use  of  horses  for  work  purjioses  and 
performing  of  work  or  labor  in  this  City. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Cotincil  of  Baltimore,  That  a  new  Section  12 A  be 
and  it  is  hereby  added  to  Article  24  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  'Tolice,"  to 
follow  immediately  after  Section  12  thereof,  to  be 
under  the  new  subtitle  ''Horses,"  and  to  read  as 
follows : 

Horses 

12A. 

"(a)  As  used  in  this  section,  'horse'  or  'horses' 
refers  to  a  horse,  mule,  donkey,  ox,  mare,  pony,  or 
similar  animal  owned,  used,  operated,  or  quartered 
either  permanently  or  temporarily  in  this  City  for  a 
work  purpose  or  for  the  performance  of  some  work 
or  labor.  The  terms  do  not  refer  to  or  include  any 
horses  used  only  for  riding,  exhibition,  or  propaga- 
tion. 

"(b)  The  owner  or  custodian  of  every  horse,  at 
intervals  of  not  more  than  one  year  in  any  instance, 
shall  have  the  horse  examined  and  inspected  by  a 
bona  fide  and  recognized  veterinarian.  The  exami- 
nation and  inspection  shall  cover  the  general  physi- 
cal condition  of  the  horse,  its  teeth,  hoofs,  and  shoes, 
and  its  stamina  and  physical  ability  to  carry  the 
loads  and  to  perform  the  work  or  duties  required 
of  it;  and  the  examination  and  inspection  shall  also 
include  a  record  of  any  injury,  disease,  or  deficiency 
observed  or  detected  at  the  time,  together  with  any 
prescription  or  recommendation  for  humane  correc- 
tion or  disposition  of  same. 

"(c)  The  owner  or  custodian  of  every  horse,  dur- 
ing all  the  times  it  is  being  used  for  any  purpose 
on  the  streets  or  public  ways  in  the  City  of  Baltimore 
shall  carry  with  him  and  have  available  for  insi^ec- 
tion   by   a   police   or   recognized   human(»   oflicer.   a 
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certificate  from  a  bona  fide  and  recognized  veteri- 
narian, signed,  dated,  and  secured  within  the  pre- 
ceding one  year,  certifying  the  stamina  and  physical 
condition  of  the  horse  and  including  any  conditions 
which  might  restrict  or  affect  its  use,  movement,  or 
operation.  Such  certificate  will  also  include  a  de- 
scription of  the  horse,  including  sex,  age,  height, 
color,  markings,  and  any  other  information  required 
for  indentification  purposes,  or  which  will  facilitate 
identification. 

**(d)  No  person  who  is  intoxicated  or  under  the 
influence  of  any  intoxicating  beverages  shall  at  any 
time  ride,  lead,  drive,  work,  exhibit,  handle,  or  main- 
tain any  horse  or  other  animal,  or  wagon  or  vehicle 
horse-drawn. 

"(e)  The  owner  or  other  person  in  charge  of  any 
establishment  which  rents  or  hires  the  use  of  horses 
for  compensation  or  a  fee  shall  maintain  a  written 
registry  which  shows  the  name  and  address  of 
every  person  who  hires  or  rents  the  use  of  a  horse, 
showing  also  the  period  during  and  for  which  the 
use  of  the  horse  was  hired  or  rented.  This  registry 
shall  be  preserved  for  at  least  three  years  after  the 
renting  and  hiring,  and  it  shall  be  available  for 
inspection  by  the  Police  Department  or  a  recognized 
humane  officer  during  normal  business  hours. 

"(f)  The  owner  or  other  person  in  charge  of  any 
establishment  which  rents  or  hires  the  use  of  horses 
for  compensation  or  fee  shall  issue  a  signed  and 
dated  identification  card  including  legible  name  and 
address  of  both  the  establishment  and  operator  to 
every  person  who  hires  or  rents  the  use  of  a  horse. 
The  renter  or  hirer  shall  carry  this  card  with  him 
during  the  entire  period  he  has  the  horse  out  of  the 
establishment,  and  upon  request  he  shall  permit 
the  card  to  be  inspected  by  the  Police  Department 
or  a  recognized  humane  officer  any  time  during  this 
period. 

"(g)  The  owner,  custodian,  or  renter  of  every 
horse,  during  the  time  it  is  being  used  for  work 
purposes : 
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1.  for  the  class  of  persons  generally  described  as 

*  Arabs,'  shall  not  work  or  require  labor  from  the 
horse  during  the  period  from  9  :00  o'clock  p.m.  on 
any  day  to  7:00  a.m.  on  the  following  day,  nor  re- 
quire work  or  labor  from  the  horse  at  any  time  on 
Sundays ; 

2.  shall  carry  food  and  drinking  water  for  the 
horse  with  him  at  all  times  while  he  is  working  and 
using  the  horse,  and  shall  at  reasonable  intervals 
permit  the  horse  to  have  food  and  drinking  water 
from  a  clean  container  of  sulficicnt  size  and  in  good 
condition ; 

3.  shall  have  available  and  use  a  warm  blanket 
in  good  condition  and  of  sufficient  size  to  drape  the 
body  of  the  horse  during  times  of  cold  or  inclement 
weather ; 

4.  shall  assure  that  any  wagon  used  is  in  good 
condition,  that  axles  are  well-greased,  and  that 
brakes  and  operating  mechanisms  are  in  good  work- 
ing order  and  control  at  all  times,  particularly  on 
down  grades  or  in  times  of  inclement  weather,  when 
the  drawn  vehicle  may  be  difficult  for  the  horse  to 
manage  or  footing  may  be  treacherous ; 

5.  shall  not  at  any  time  leave  the  horse  unat- 
tended on  a  street  or  other  public  way ;  and  during 
warm  weather  shall  park  it  in  the  shade  whenever 
conditions  will  permit;  and  shall  have  brakes  in  firm 
control  at  all  times  when  vehicle  is  not  moving  or 
operating. 

"(h)  An  owner  or  custodian  of  a  horse  shall  not 
permit  its  use  or  work  on  the  public  streets  or  by- 
ways during  periods  designated  as  'snow  emergen- 
cies,' or  during  other  times  designated  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Transit  and  Traffic  as  being  dangerous 
or  unsuitable  because  of  adverse  weather  conditions 
for  the  horse  to  be  working  and  on  the  streets ;  and 
any  horse  already  in  use  at  the  time  such  an  emer- 
gency may  be  declared  shall  be  returned  by  its 
custodian  or  driver  bv  the  most  direct  route  as  soon 
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as  possible  to  the  stable  or  establishment  from  which 
it  was  obtained. 

"(i)  The  owner,  custodian  or  renter  of  every 
horse  during  the  time  it  is  being  used  for  work  and 
labor : 

1.  shall  see  that  saddle,  harness,  shoes,  bridle, 
and  any  other  equipment  required  or  in  use  is  in 
good  working  order  and  will  not  cause  physical 
pain  or  injury  to  the  horse.  Curb  bits,  twisted  wire 
and  snaffles,  and  spurs  are  not  permitted,  and  their 
use  is  prohibited  by  this  section.  All  equipment  shall 
fit  properly  and  shall  be  inspected  as  necessary  by 
the  owner,  custodian,  or  operator  to  assure  that  it 
is  maintained  in  good  condition ; 

2.  shall  treat  the  horse  in  a  humane  manner; 
shall  not  beat  or  prod  it  to  maintain  a  fast  gait  in 
any  way  which  will  cause  injury  to  the  horse;  and 
shall  not  be  knowingly,  intentionally,  or  obviously 
cruel. 

"(j)  The  owner  or  custodian  of  every  horse 
shall  assure  that  it  is  properly  quartered  in  a  light, 
clean,  dry,  well-ventilated  but  not  drafty,  stable 
or  barn  in  a  clean,  dry  stall  of  sufficient  area  to 
permit  the  horse  to  turn  around  easily.  Stalls  shall 
be  cleaned  daily,  and  sufficient  bedding  of  straw, 
shavings,  or  other  suitable  material  shall  be  fur- 
nished and  changed  as  often  as  necessary  to  main- 
tain it  in  a  clean,  dry  condition.  Necessary  heat  or 
blankets  shall  be  maintained  and  used  during  cold 
winter  periods.  The  owner  or  custodian's  name, 
current  address,  and  telephone  number  shall  be 
legibly  stenciled  or  displayed  on  the  stable  entrance 
in  at  least  two-inch  lettering  for  emergency  purposes. 

'*(k)  The  owner  or  custodian  of  any  horse  which 
is  sick,  diseased,  lame,  or  injured  shall  take  im- 
mediate action  to  obtain  any  required  veterinary 
treatment,  care,  and  attention  as  soon  as  possible. 
Such  a  horse  shall  not  be  sold  or  otherwise  disposed 
of  except  in  a  humane  manner ;  it  shall  not  be  moved 
or   driven    except   for   the    immediate    purpose    of 
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humane  keeping  or  pasture  and/or  obtaining  the 
medical  or  surgical  care  and  attention  required;  not 
shall  it  be  used  or  worked  during  the  recovery  or 
convalescent  period  unless  a  signed  dated  certificate 
obtained  from  the  veterinarian  duly  certifies  that 
the  horse's  condition  will  not  be  impaired  or  ag- 
gravated by  such  activity,  and  such  a  certificate  is 
in  possession  of  the  custodian  or  driver. 

**(1)  The  owner  or  operator  of  any  horse-drawn 
vehicle  shall  assure  that  the  license  issued  for  the 
vehicle  is  kept  clean,  securely  fastened,  and  pro- 
minently displayed  on  the  vehicle. 

"(m)  Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of 
this  subtitle  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  is  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five  dollars  ($5.00)  and  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  for  each  such  violation." 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordi- 
nance shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  to  add  one  new  section  to  Article  37 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Taxes",  said  new  section  to  be  known  as  Section 
119,  and  to  follow  immediately  after  Section  118, 
and  to  be  under  the  subtitle  'Transfer  Tax", 
levying  and  imposing  a  tax  on  certain  transfers  of 
an  estate  of  inheritance  or  a  freehold  or  declara- 
tion or  limitation  of  use,  or  an  estate  above  seven 
(7)  years;  providing  for  the  method  and  proce- 
dure for  the  payment  and  collection  of  such  tax; 
providing  for  the  administration  and  enforcement 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance;  conferring 
and  imposing  certain  powers  and  duties  on  the 
City  Treasurer,  and  providing  penalties  for  viola- 
tions of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  one  new  section  be  and 
is  hereby  added  to  Article  37  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  (1950  Edition),  title  'Taxes",  said  new  section 
to  be  known  as  Section  119,  to  follow  immediately 
after  Section  118,  and  to  be  under  subtitle  'Transfer 
Tax",  all  to  read  as  follows: 

119.  Transfer  Tax 

(a)  A  tax  is  hereby  levied  and  imposed  upon  the 
transfer  of  any  estate  of  inheritance  or  freehold,  or 
any  declaration  or  limitation  of  use,  or  any  estate 
above  seven  (7)  years,  in  Baltimore  City,  (except 
that  the  tax  levied  and  imposed  hereunder  shall  not 
apply  to  any  lease  or  sublease  for  an  initial  term  of 
not  more  than  seven  years  which  contains  any  pro- 
vision for  renewal  for  one  or  more  succeeding  stated 
terms  of  not  more  than  seven  years  each,  if  under 
such  provision  for  renewal  the  right  to  effect  or 
prevent  each  sucli  renewal  term  shall  be  optional 
with  either  the  landlord  or  the  tenant),  at  the  rate 
of  1%  of  the  taxable  basis  thereof,  as  hereinafter 
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defined.  Said  tax  shall  be  payable  before  the  written 
instrument  intending  to  efTect  such  transfer  shall 
be  offered  to  tiie  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of 
Baltimore  City  for  recordation.  The  payment  of  the 
tax  levied  and  imposed  hereunder  shall  he  made  to 
the  City  Treasurer  of  Baltimore  City  at  a  place 
designated  by  the  said  City  Treasurer,  and  shall  be 
evidenced  by  the  affixing  of  an  official  receipt  upon 
such  written  instrument  by  the  City  Treasurer  or 
his  authorized  representative.  Such  receipt  shall  be 
in  such  form  as  may  be  designated  by  the  City 
Treasurer. 

(b)  (1)  The  term  "taxable  basis",  as  used  in  this 
subtitle,  except  as  provided  in  subparagraphs  (2), 
(3)  and  (4)  hereof,  shall  mean  the  cash  consideration 
and/or  the  value  of  any  other  consideration  paid 
and /or  agreed  to  be  paid,  for  the  property  trans- 
ferred, including  the  amount  of  any  liens  or  encum- 
brances upon  such  property,  except  current  property 
taxes  and  other  municipal  charges.  Such  cash  con- 
sideration, plus  the  value  of  any  other  consideration 
paid  or  agreed  to  be  paid  for  tlie  property  trans- 
ferred, including  the  amount  of  any  such  liens  or 
encumbrances  upon  the  property  transferred,  shall 
be  stated  in  writing,  under  oath,  upon  personal 
knowledge  of  the  informant,  on  forms  to  be  furnished 
by  the  City  Treasurer,  which  shall  contain  a  declara- 
tion, preceding  the  signature  of  the  informant,  to  the 
effect  that  it  is  made  under  the  penalties  of  perjury. 
Such  written  statement,  properly  completed  and 
signed,  shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Treasurer  at  the 
time  that  the  tax  levied  and  imposed  hereunder  is 
paid. 

(2)  If  any  part  of  the  consideration  paid  or  agreed 
to  be  paid  for  the  property  transferred  consists  of 
anything  otlier  than  (i)  cash  paid  or  agreed  to  be 
paid,  and/or  (ii)  the  amount  of  any  liens  or  encum- 
brances upon  such  property,  the  term  * 'taxable  basis" 
shall  mean  the  consideration  as  so  stated  pursuant 
to  subparapgrapli  (1)  hereinabove,  or  1.5  times  the 
assessed  value  of  the  property,  whichever  amount 
is  greater. 
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(3)  In  the  case  of  a  transfer  of  a  perpetually  re- 
newable ground  rent,  if  any  part  of  the  considera- 
tion paid  or  agreed  to  be  paid  for  the  same  consists 
of  anything  other  than  (i)  cash  paid  or  agreed  to  be 
paid,  and/or  (ii)  the  amount  of  any  liens  or  encum- 
brances thereon,  the  term  'taxable  basis'  shall  mean 
the  consideration  as  so  stated  pursuant  to  subpara- 
graph (1)  hereinabove,  or  the  redemption  value  of 
such  ground  rent,  if  redeemable ;  or,  if  irredeemable, 
the  capitalization  at  five  per  centum  (5%)  of  the 
ground  rent  issuing  out  of  the  property  transferred, 
whichever  amount  is  greater. 

(4)  In  the  case  of  a  lease  for  a  term  above  seven 
years,  not  perpetually  renewable,  the  term  "taxable 
basis"  shall  mean  the  capitalization  at  10%  of  the 
average  annual  rental  for  the  property  transferred 
over  the  entire  term  of  the  lease,  including  any  re- 
newal term  or  terms,  plus  the  cash  consideration 
and/or  the  value  of  any  other  consideration  paid  or 
agreed  to  be  paid  other  than  rent.  Where  the  average 
annual  rental  cannot  be  determined  at  the  time  of 
the  recording  of  the  lease,  or  if  any  part  of  the  con- 
sideration paid  or  agreed  to  be  paid  for  the  rental  of 
the  property  consists  of  anything  other  than  cash 
paid  or  agreed  to  be  paid,  "taxable  basis"  shall  mean 
1.5  times  the  assessed  value  of  such  property. 

(c)  The  tax  levied  and  imposed  by  this  subtitle 
shall  not  apply  to  the  following: 

(1)  Where  the  taxable  basis  is  less  than  $100; 

(2)  Transfers  by  way  of  mortgage  securing  a  debt ; 
transfers  by  way  of  bona  fide  gift  or  without  any 
consideration;  transfers  by  or  to  the  United  States, 
the  State  of  Maryland,  or  any  political  subdivision 
thereof,  or  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
or  any  instrumentality  or  agency  of  said  respective 
bodies  politic;  transfers  of  property  which  in  the 
hands  of  the  transferee,  immediately  after  such 
transfer,  shall  be  entitled  to  exemption  from  taxa- 
tion pursuant  to  Article  81,  Section  9,  of  the  An- 
notated Code  of  Maryland   (1957). 
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(3)  A  transfer  to  a  mortgagee  when  the  instru- 
ment intending  to  effect  such  transfer  is  presented 
for  recording  simultaneously  with  a  deed  from  such 
mortgagee  to  the  federal  or  state  government  or  any 
instrumentality,  agency,  or  political  subdivision 
thereof; 

(4)  A  transfer  made  for  the  partitioning  in  kind 
between  joint  owners  of  undivided  interests,  pro- 
vided there  is  no  consideration  paid  or  to  be  paid  in 
connection  with  sucli  transfers  other  than  the  divi- 
sion of  the  jointly-owned  property. 

(5)  Transfers  made  pursuant  to  a  written  agree- 
ment to  sell  or  lease  entered  into  and  executed  on  or 
before  January  1,  1964,  provided,  however,  that 
such  agreement,  or  an  executed  duplicate  original 
thereof,  be  filed  with  the  City  Treasurer,  or  be  re- 
corded among  the  Land  Records  of  Baltimore  City, 
on  or  before  the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance. 

(6)  A  transfer  under  the  Last  Will  and  Testament 
of  a  decedent,  or  a  transfer  to  the  heirs  or  next  of 
kin  of  a  decedent  under  the  law  of  descent  and  dis- 
tribution of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

(7)  A  transfer  made  expressly  for  the  purpose  of 
confirming  or  correcting  a  transfer  previously  made, 
if  there  is  no  taxable  basis  in  excess  of  $100,  for  such 
transfer. 

(8)  A  transfer  made  expressly  for  the  purpose 
of  confirming  and  carrying  out  a  transfer  arising 
from  articles  of  consolidation,  merger  or  transfer 
duly  accepted  for  record  by  the  State  Department 
of  Assessments  and  Taxation,  or  from  the  liquida- 
tion of  subsidiary  corporations  into  the  parent  cor- 
poration of  such  subsidiary,  or  the  liquidation  of 
subsidiary  corporations  into  other  subsidiary 
corporations  of  a  common  parent  corporation,  if 
there  is  no  taxable  basis  in  excess  of  $100,  for  such 
transfer. 

(d)  The  value  of  life  estates  subject  to  the  tax 
levied  and  imposed  by  this  subtitle  shall  be  deter- 
mined in  the  same  manner  as  the  value  of  life  es- 
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tates  are  determined  from  time  to  time  for  federal 
estate  tax  purposes  under  the  Internal  Revenue  Code 
and  regulations  promulgated  thereunder;  the  re- 
mainders and  reversions  after  a  life  estate  or  life 
estates  shall  be  valued  by  determining  the  value 
of  the  whole  and  deducting  therefrom  the  value  of 
the  preceding  estates  determined  as  aforesaid. 

(e)  In  the  case  of  a  tranfer  of  property  lying 
partly  within  and  partly  without  Baltimore  City,  the 
tax  levied  and  imposed  by  this  subtitle  shall  be  based 
only  upon  the  taxable  basis  of  the  portion  or  frac- 
tional part  of  said  property  which  lies  within  Balti- 
more City. 

(f)  No  written  instrument  intended  to  effect  a 
transfer  which  is  subject  to  the  tax  levied  and  im- 
posed by  this  subtitle  shall  be  presented  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City  for  recorda- 
tion among  the  Land  Records  of  Baltimore  City  un- 
less and  until  such  tax  shall  have  been  paid  to  the 
City  Treasurer. 

(g)  When  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine  that 
a  particular  transfer  is  not  subject  to  the  tax  levied 
and  imposed  by  this  subtitle,  he  shall  so  indicate  by 
legend  or  notation  on  the  written  instrument  intend- 
ing to  effect  such  transfer. 

(h)  (1)  As  used  herein,  the  following  definitions 
shall  apply : 

''Estate  of  inheritance":  any  estate  which  may 
descend  to  heirs,  otherwise  known  as  an  estate  in 
fee  simple. 

"Estate" :  real  property  and  chattels  real  of  every 
description,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  fee  simple 
estate,  leasehold  estate,  limited  estate,  and  legal  and 
equitable  interests  in  real  property. 

'Transfer" :  the  acts  of  the  parties,  or  of  the  law, 
by  which  the  title  to  any  estate  of  inheritance  or 
freehold,  or  any  declaration  or  limitation  of  use,  or 
any  estate  above  seven  years,  is  conveyed  from  one 
person  to  anotlier. 
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(2)  The  term  "mortgage"  as  used  in  this  subtitle, 
shall  include  deeds  of  trust  made  to  secure  the  re- 
payment of  indebtedness. 

(i)  In  the  event  any  written  instrument  intending 
to  effect  a  transfer  subject  to  the  tax  levied  and  im- 
posed under  this  subtitle  is  recorded  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City  without  such 
tax  having  been  first  paid,  the  person  and/or  other 
legal  entity  liable  for  the  payment  of  such  tax  shall  be 
assessed  by  the  Treasurer  of  Baltimore  City  for  the 
amount  of  the  tax  due,  plus  interest  at  the  rate  of 
one-half  of  one  per  centum  (I'-z'^'o)  per  month,  of 
fractional  part  thereof,  accounting  from  the  date 
when  such  written  instrument  was  received  for  re- 
cordation, and  a  penalty  of  ten  per  centum  (lO^c) 
of  the  tax  due. 

(j)  The  tax  levied  and  imposed  by  this  subtitle, 
and  all  increases,  interest  and  penalties  thereon,  shall 
be  and  become,  from  the  time  due  and  payable,  the 
debt  of  the  legal  and  equitable  transferors  and  trans- 
ferees, jointly  and  severally,  of  the  property  affected 
by  or  involved  in  any  written  instrument  intending 
to  effect  a  transfer  subject  to  such  tax. 

(k)  (1)  In  order  properly  to  carry  out  and  enforce 
the  provisions  of  this  subtitle  and  to  collect  the  tax 
levied  and  imposed  hereunder,  the  City  Treasurer 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered: 

(A)  To  make,  adopt,  promulgate  and  amend,  from 
time  to  time,  such  rules  and  regulations  as  he  may 
deem  necessary  or  proper  to  carry  out  and  enforce 
the  provisions  of  this  subtitle  and  to  fully  collect 
the  tax  imposed  by  this  subtitle,  and  to  define  or 
construe  any  of  the  terms  and  provisions  used  in 
this  subtitle  in  connection  with  the  imposition  or 
collection  of  said  tax ; 

(B)  With  the  approval  of  the  City  Solicitor,  to 
compromise  disputed  claims  in  connection  with  the 
tax  levied  and  imposed  by  this  subtitle,  and,  for  good 
and  sufficient  cause  shown,  to  al)ate  or  remit  interest 
and  penalties,  and  to  rebate  and  refund  any  taxes 
erroneously  or  improperly  paid; 
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(C)  To  delegate  any  of  his  powers,  duties  and 
functions  under  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle  to  the 
Deputy  Cit}'  Treasurer  or  any  other  agent,  repre- 
sentative or  employee  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore ; 

(D)  To  conduct  investigations  concerning  any 
matter  covered  by  this  subtitle  at  any  time  and  in 
connection  therewith  require  by  subpoena  or  sum- 
mons the  attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses  and 
the  production  of  any  books,  accounts,  records, 
papers  and  correspondence  relating  to  any  matter 
which  the  City  Treasurer  is  authorized  by  this  sub- 
title to  determine ; 

(E)  To  sign  subpoenas,  administer  oaths  and  af- 
firmations, examine  witnesses  and  receive  evidence. 

(2)  In  case  of  disobedience  of  any  subpoena,  or 
the  contumacy  of  any  witness  appearing  before  the 
City  Treasurer,  or  his  duly  authorized  agent  or  re- 
presentative, the  City  Treasurer  may  apply  to  the 
Baltimore  City  Court  for  an  order  requiring  the 
person  subpoenaed  to  obey  the  subpoena  or  to  give 
evidence  or  to  produce  books,  accounts,  records, 
papers  and  correspondence  touching  the  matter  in 
question. 

(3)  No  person  shall  be  excused  from  testifying 
or  producing  any  books,  papers,  records  or  data  in 
any  investigation  or  upon  any  hearing  when  ordered 
to  do  so  by  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  duly  authorized 
agent  or  representative,  upon  the  ground  that  the 
testimony  or  evidence,  documentary  or  otherwise, 
may  tend  to  incriminate  him  or  subject  him  to 
criminal  penalty,  but  no  such  testimony  or  evidence, 
documentary  or  otherwise,  shall  be  used  in  any  sub- 
sequent prosecution  against  the  individual  supply- 
ing the  same.  No  individual  so  testifying  shall  be 
exempt  from  prosecution  and  punishment  for  per- 
jury committed  in  so  testifying. 

(1)  In  the  event  that  any  person  or  other  legal 
entity,  who  is  legally  liable  for  the  pa^-ment  of  the 
tax  levied  and  imposed  by  this  subtitle,  is  aggrieved 
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by  any  determination,  decision,  order  or  notice  of  any 
kind  which  is  made,  rendered,  issued  or  given  under 
the  provisions  of  this  subtitle,  such  person  or  other 
legal  entity,  within  twenty  (20)  days  after  notice 
of  any  such  determination,  decision,  order  or  notice 
has  been  given  to,  or  mailed  to,  such  person  or  other 
legal  entity,  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  thcreform 
to  the  Board  of  IMunicipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  for 
review  by  it.  Upon  reasonable  notice  in  accordance 
with  its  rules  and  the  provisions  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Charter,  the  Board  shall  hold  a  hearing,  and 
by  a  majority  vote  thereof,  shall  have  the  power  and- 
authority  to  reverse  or  affirm,  wholly  or  partly,  or 
modify  the  determination,  decision,  order  or  notice 
appealed  from.  Appeal  may  be  had  to  a  court  of 
appropriate  jurisdiction  from  any  determination  of 
the  Board  of  Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  in  ac- 
cordance with  its  rules  and  the  provisions  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Charter. 

(m)  Any  person  or  other  legal  entity  who: 

(1)  wilfully  offers  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior 
Court  of  Baltimore  City  for  recordation,  or  who  has 
recorded  any  written  instrument  intending  to  effect 
a  transfer  subject  to  the  tax  levied  and  imposed 
under  this  subtitle  without  first  having  paid  the  tax 
imposed  by  this  subtitle;  or 

(2)  wilfully  misrepresents  the  amount  or  value 
of  the  consideration  constituting  the  taxable  basis 
in  a  transfer  of  property  subject  to  the  tax  levied 
and  imposed  under  this  subtitle;  or 

(3)  participates  or  aids  in  any  manner  in  the 
evasion  of  the  tax  levied  and  imposed  by  this 
subtitle;  or 

(4)  wilfully  violates  any  of  the  rules  or  regula- 
tions made,  adopted  or  promulgated  by  the  City 
Treasurer  under  tiie  provisions  of  this  subtitle;  or 

(5)  wilfully  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
subtitle;  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  Two 
Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  for  each  and  every  such 
offense. 
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(n)  Any  person  who  forges  or  counterfeits  any 
official  receipt,  or  legend,  or  the  signature  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  or  facsimile  thereof,  or  of  his  duly  au- 
thorized representative,  or  who  in  any  manner  affixes 
or  causes  to  be  affixed  any  such  forged  or  counter- 
feit receipt,  legend,  or  signature  to  any  \\Titten  in- 
strument intending  to  effect  a  transfer  subject  to 
the  tax  levied  and  imposed  under  this  subtitle,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  ($500.00),  or  be  imprisoned  for  not  more 
than  six  (6)  months,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Court,  for  each  and  every  such  offense. 

(o)  Nothing  contained  in  this  subtitle  shall  be 
taken  or  construed  as  imposing  any  duty  or  liability 
upon  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore 
City  in  connection  with  the  imposition,  payment  or 
collection  of  the  tax  imposed  by  this  subtitle,  or  the 
administration  or  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of 
this  subtitle. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  in  the 
event  that  it  be  judicially  determined  that  any  word, 
phrase,  clause,  sentence,  paragraph  or  subparagraph 
of  this  subtitle,  or  the  apphcation  thereof  to  any 
person  or  circumstance  is  invalid,  the  remaining 
provisions  and  the  apphcation  of  such  provisions  to 
other  persons  or  circumstances  shall  not  be  affected 
thereby,  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  hereby 
declaring  that  they  would  have  ordained  the  remain- 
ing provisions  of  this  subtitle  without  the  word, 
phrase,  clause,  sentence,  paragraph  or  subpara- 
graph or  the  application  thereof,  so  held  invalid. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordi- 
nance shall  take  effect  on  February  3,  1964.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  and  authority  to 
the  National  Brewing  Company,  a  body  corporate, 
to  construct,  maintain,  and  use  a  one-story  en- 
closed bridgeway,  above  and  across  Dillon  Street, 
about  47  feet  east  of  the  east  building  line  of 
Eaton  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permission  and  authority 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  granted  to  The  National 
Brewing  Company,  a  body  corporate,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  grantee, 
to  construct,  maintain  and  use,  at  its  own  cost  and 
expense,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
years,  an  enclosed  one-story  bridgeway  or  structure, 
above  and  across  Dillon  Street  about  47  feet  east  of 
the  building  line  of  Eaton  Street  which  bridgeway 
or  structure  shall  connect  the  existing  building  of 
the  grantee  situate  on  the  south  side  of  Dillon  Street 
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with  a  proposed  new  building  to  be  erected  by  the 
grantee  on  the  north  side  of  Dillon  Street. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  cen- 
ter line  of  said  one-story  enclosed  bridgeway  or 
structure  shall  be  located  approximately  47  feet  east 
of  the  east  building  line  of  Eaton  Street. 

That  said  one-story  enclosed  bridgeway  or  struc- 
ture shall  be  approximately  70  feet  long,  6  feet  wide, 
and  8  feet  high,  all  outside  measurements,  and  no 
part  of  said  bridgeway  or  structure  shall  be  less  than 
14  feet  above  the  surface  of  the  bed  of  Dillon  Street. 

No  woodwork  or  other  combustible  materials  shall 
be  used  in  the  construction  or  maintenance  of  said 
one-story  enclosed  bridgeway  or  structure  and  said 
structure  shall  be  constructed  in  all  respects  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City 
and  shall  be  constructed,  completed,  used  and  main- 
tained under  the  supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer  of  Baltimore 
City  and  shall  be,  at  all  times  hereafter,  subject  to 
regulation  and  control  by  the  said  Building  Inspec- 
tion Engineer. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  hereby  ex- 
pressly reserves  the  right  and  power  at  all  times  to 
exercise,  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  full  municipal 
superintendence,  regulation,  and  control  in  respect 
to  all  matters  connected  with  this  grant,  and  not  in- 
consistent with  the  terms  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
franchise  or  right  granted  by  this  ordinance  shall 
be  executed  and  enjoyed  within  six  months  after 
the  grant. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  maintain 
the  said  one-story  bridgeway  or  structure  in  good 
condition  as  long  as  it  remains  in  and  above  said 
street. 
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Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  pay  to  the 
said  Mayor  and  City  Council,  as  compensation  for  the 
franchises  or  privilege  hereby  granted,  the  sum  of 
four  hundred  and  seventy-two  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
($472.50)  per  year  payable  in  advance,  during  the 
continuance  of  this  franchise  or  privilege.  Provided, 
however,  that  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, acting  by  and  through  the  Board  of  Estimates, 
may  increase  or  decrease  the  franchise  charges  pay- 
able by  the  grantee  under  the  provisions  hereof,  by 
giving  written  notice  to  that  effect  to  the  grantee 
at  least  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  days  prior  to 
the  expiration  of  the  first  five  years  of  the  term 
granted  herein,  or  at  the  expiration  of  any  subse- 
quent five  (5)  year  period  of  said  term  granted 
herein;  any  such  increase  or  decrease  of  said  fran- 
chise charges  to  be  effective  as  of  the  beginning  of 
the  next  succeeding  five  (5)  year  period  of  the 
term  granted  herein. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  noncom- 
pliance at  any  time  or  times  with  any  of  the  terms 
or  conditions  of  the  grant  hereby  made  shall,  at  the 
option  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  same,  which  shall 
thereupon  be  and  become  void,  and  that  nothing 
short  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as  a  waiver  of  any  for- 
feiture of  the  grant  hereby  made. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  of  Baltimore  City  shall  have  the  right  to  re- 
voke the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  at  any 
time  or  times  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  public 
interest,  welfare,  safety,  or  convenience  requires 
such  revocation,  and  upon  written  notice  to  that 
effect  from  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  City  served 
upon  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  all  such 
rights  shall  cease  and  determine. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  the 
event  of  any  revocation,  forfeiture,  or  termination 
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of  the  rights  and  privileges  by  this  ordinance 
granted,  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall,  at  their  expense,  promptly  remove  said  one- 
story  enclosed  bridgeway  or  structure  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer 
without  any  compensation  to  the  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  liable 
for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  from  and 
against  any  and  all  suits,  losses,  costs,  claims,  dam- 
ages, or  expenses  to  which  the  said  Mayor  and  City 
Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  subjected  on 
account  of,  by  reason  of,  or  in  any  way  resulting 
from — 

(a)  the  presence,  construction,  use,  operation, 
maintenance,  alteration,  repair,  location,  relocation, 
or  removal  of  said  one-story  enclosed  bridgeway  or 
structure,  and 

(b)  any  failure  on  the  part  of  said  grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  to  perform,  promptly  and 
properly,  any  of  the  duties  or  obligations  imposed 
upon  it  or  them  by  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
The  National  Brewing  Company,  its  successors  or 
assigns,  shall  pay  to  the  City  within  thirty  days  after 
written  notice  from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Balti- 
more City  of  the  amount  due,  the  cost  of  relocating, 
strengthening  or  encasing  in  concrete  all  subsurface 
structures  belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  located  in  Dillon  Street  in  or  adjacent 
to  the  space  to  be  occupied  by  said  bridgeway  or 
structure  and  shall  also  pay  to  the  City  within  thirty 
days  after  written  notice  from  the  Highways  Engi- 
neer of  the  amount  due,  the  cost  of  relocating  any 
surface  structures  belonging  to  the  City  made  neces- 
sary by  the  construction  of  said  bridgeway  or  struc- 
ture, the  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  as 
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to  the  work  necessary  to  safeguard  said  subsurface 
structures  and  as  to  the  necessity  of  relocating  any 
surface  structures  to  be  final.

An  ordinance  to  add  a  new  Section  9A  to  Article  24 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Police"  to  follow  immediately  after  Section  9 
thereof,  and  to  be  under  the  new  subtitle  "Debt 
Management  Business",  providing  that  from  and 
after  January  1,  1965,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person,  firm,  association,  partnership,  or  corpora- 
tion within  the  limits  of,  or  for  the  benefit  of  a 
resident  within  Baltimore  City,  to  i)lan  and  man- 
age the  financial  affairs  of  a  debtor  for  a  fee  and 
to  receive  from  the  debtoi-  monev  or  evidences 
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thereof  for  the  purpose  of  distributing  the  same  to 
his  creditors  in  payment  of  or  partial  payment  for 
his  obhgations ;  and  specifying  certain  occupations 
to  which  this  ordinance  does  not  apply. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hij  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  new  Section  9A  be  and  it 
is  hereby  added  to  Article  24  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  (1950  Edition),  title  'Tolice"  to  follow  immedi- 
ately after  Section  9  thereof,  and  to  be  under  the 
new  subtitle  ''Debt  Management  Business",  and  to 
read  as  follows : 

Debt  Management  Business 
9A. 

(a)  From  and  after  January  1,  1965,  it  is  unlaw- 
ful for  any  person,  firm,  association,  partnership,  or 
corporation  within  the  limits  of,  or  for  the  benefit 
of  a  resident  within,  the  City  of  Baltimore  to  plan 
and  manage  the  financial  affairs  of  a  debtor  for  a 
fee  and  to  receive  from  the  debtor  money  or  evi- 
dences thereof  for  the  purpose  of  distributing  the 
same  to  his  creditors  in  payment  or  partial  payment 
for  his  obligations.  A  violation  of  any  provision  of 
this  subtitle  is  a  misdemeanor,  subject  upon  convic- 
tion to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
and  a  violation  as  to  each  individual  debtor  is  a 
separate  violation  of  this  subtitle. 

(b)  Nothing  in  this  section  applies  to  the  follow- 
ing when  engaged  in  the  regular  course  of  their 
respective  businesses  and  professions: 

(1)  Attorneys  at  law. 

(2)  Banks  and  fiduciaries,  as  duly  authorized 
and  admitted  to  transact  business  in  this  State  and 
City  and  performing  credit  and  financial  adjusting 
service  in  the  regular  course  of  their  principal  busi- 
ness. 

(3)  Title  insurers  and  abstract  companies,  while 
doing  an  escrow  business. 
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(4)  Judicial  officers  or  others  acting  under  court 
orders. 

(5)  Nonprofit  religious,  fraternal  or  cooperative 
organizations  offering  debt  management  service  ex- 
clusively for  their  members. 

(6)  Certified  Public  Accountants. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordi- 
nance shall  take  effect  when  passed.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  Sections  8-17  inclusive  of 
Article  14A  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950 
Edition),  title  ''Human  Relations,"  subtitle  "Bal- 
timore Equal  Opportunity  Commission,"  some  of 
said  sections  having  originally  been  ordained  by 
Ordinance  379,  approved  April  18,  1956;  Section 
10 A  thereof  having  been  ordained  by  Ordinance 
1249,  approved  June  8,  1962;  and  some  of  said 
sections  having  either  been  amended  or  ordained 
by  Ordinance  409,  approved  July  6,  1960,  Ordi- 
nance 1249,  approved  June  8,  1962,  and  Ordinance 
1339,  approved  August  31,  1962;  and  to  repeal 
said  subtitle  and  said  several  ordinances;  and  to 
ordain  in  lieu  thereof  new  Sections  8-23  inclusive 
in  said  Article  14 A,  to  follow  immediately  after 
Section  7  thereof,  and  to  be  under  the  new  subtitle 
"Baltimore  Community  Relations  Commission," 
amending  the  ordinance  concerning  the  Baltimoi-e 
Equal  Opportunity  Commission  in  order  to  change 
the  name  thereof  to  the  Baltimore  Community  Re- 
lations Commission  and  to  change  some  of  the 
duties  thereof,  continuing  the  tenure  and  present 
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membership  of  the  former  Baltimore  Equal  Op- 
portunity Commission  into  the  Baltimore  Com- 
munity Relations  Commission  herein  established, 
stating  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  prohibiting 
certain  forms  of  discrimination  in  this  City  based 
upon  race,  color,  religion,  national  origin,  or  an- 
cestry with  respect  to  employment,  places  of  public 
accommodation,  resort  or  amusement,  educational 
institutions,  health  and  welfare  agencies,  and  in 
other  respects;  providing  for  the  enforcement  of 
these  prohibitions  against  discrimination  and  the 
powers  and  duties  of  certain  executive  and  judicial 
officers  in  such  enforcement,  and  relating  gener- 
ally to  the  prohibition  of  certain  forms  of  dis- 
crimination in  this  City  based  upon  race,  color, 
religion,  national  origin,  or  ancestry. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  8-17  inclusive 
of  Article  14 A  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950 
Edition),  title  "Human  Relations,"  subtitle  ''Balti- 
more Equal  Opportunity  Commission,"  some  of  said 
sections  having  originally  been  ordained  by  Ordi- 
nance 379,  approved  April  18,  1956;  Section  lOA 
thereof  having  been  ordained  by  Ordinance  1249, 
approved  June  8,  1962;  and  some  of  said  sections 
having  either  been  amended  or  ordained  by  Ordi- 
nance 409,  approved  July  6,  1960,  Ordinance  1249, 
approved  June  8,  1962,  and  Ordinance  1339,  ap 
proved  August  31,  1962,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
repealed;  and  that  said  subtitle  and  said  several 
ordinances  be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed;  and 
that  new  Sections  8-22  inclusive  in  said  Article  14A 
be  and  they  are  hereby  ordained  in  lieu  thereof,  to 
follow  immediately  after  Section  7  thereof,  to  be 
under  the  new  subtitle  ''Baltimore  Community  Rela- 
tions Commission,"  and  to  read  as  follows : 

Baltimore  Community  Relations  Commission 

8.     DECLARATION  OF  POLICY  AND  FIND- 
INGS OF  FACT 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  find 
that: 
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The  population  of  Baltimore  is  composed  of  per- 
sons having  differing  racial,  religious  and  ethnic 
backgrounds. 

Discrimination  in  the  fields  of  education  and  pre- 
liminary job  training  and  other  prevailing  conditions 
and  causes  have  precluded  members  of  minority 
groups  from  acquiring,  development,  and  maintain- 
ing essential  educational,  vocational,  cultural,  and 
professional  background  and  efficiency  for  entrance 
into,  and  the  earning  of  a  livelihood  in,  many  fields 
of  endeavor.  Members  of  these  groups  who  ar€ 
qualified  are  not  given  fair,  equal,  and  impartial 
employment  opportunities.  Such  prevention  from 
earning  an  income  necessary  to  maintain  normal 
and  decent  living  standards  has  retarded  community 
progress  and  increased  public  relief  rolls. 

Discrimination  in  health  and  welfare  services  im- 
poses unnecessary  individual  and  community  hard- 
ships and  has  actually  resulted  in  denial  to  members 
of  such  minority  groups  of  care,  attention,  and  serv- 
ice essential  to  maintenance  of  their  physical  and 
emotional  well  being. 

The  practice  by  places  of  public  accommodations, 
resort  or  amusement,  of  refusing  to  accommodate 
and  serve  members  of  minority  groups  tends  to  im- 
pose hardship  upon  the  members  of  these  groups  and 
also  tends  to  cause  and  intensify  inter-group 
tension. 

Legislation  is  necessary  in  the  public  interest  to 
avoid  permanently  adverse  effects  upon  the  develop- 
ment, growth  and  renewal  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Therefore,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more deem  it  necessary  and  expedient  to  promote 
and  protect  the  public  welfare  by  enacting  this  sub- 
title to  prevent  and  eliminate  discrimination  by  the 
persons  and  in  the  areas  herein  defined. 

9.  Definitions:  The  terms  hereinafter  set  forth, 
wherever  used  in  this  sub-title,  are  defined  as  fol- 
lows : 
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(a)  'Terson"  means  an  association,  partnership, 
or  corporation,  as  well  as  a  natural  person,  whether 
male  or  female.  The  term  ''person"  as  applied  to 
partnerships  or  other  associations  includes  their 
members,  and  as  applied  to  corporations  includes 
their  officers. 

(b)  "Employer"  means  every  person,  other  than 
fraternal  and  religious  organizations,  who  employs 
fifteen  or  more  persons,  exclusive  of  parents,  spouse 
or  children  of  such  person  during  at  least  fifteen 
days  in  the  preceding  twelve  full  months.  The  term 
includes  any  governmental  unit,  agency  or  em- 
ployer as  to  which  the  City  has  the  power  to  legislate. 

(c)  ''Labor  organization"  means  any  organization 
which  exists  for  the  purpose,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of 
collective  bargaining  or  of  dealing  with  employers 
concerning  grievances,  terms  or  conditions  of  em- 
ployment, or  of  other  mutual  aid  or  protection  in 
relation  to  employment. 

(d)  "Employment  agency"  means  every  person 
regularly  undertaking  in  this  City,  with  or  without 
compensation,  to  procure  opportunities  to  work  or 
to  procure,  refer,  or  place  employees. 

(e)  "Commission"  means  the  Baltimore  Commu- 
nity Relations  Commission,  heretofore  named  the 
Baltimore  Equal  Opportunity  Commission. 

(f )  "Discrimination"  means  any  difference  in  the 
treatment  of  an  individual  or  person  because  of 
race,  color,  religion,  national  origin,  or  ancestry  and 
shall  include  segregation ;  except  that  it  shall  not  be 
discrimination  for  anj^  religious  or  denominational 
institution  to  devote  its  facilities,  exclusively  or  pri- 
marily, to  or  for  members  of  its  own  religion  or 
denomination  or  to  give  preference  to  such  members 
or  to  make  such  selection  as  is  calculated  by  such 
institution  to  promote  the  religious  principles  for 
which  it  is  established  or  maintained.  This  definition 
also  applies  to  the  verb  "to  discriminate"  and  to  the 
adjective  "discriminatory"  as  used  herein. 
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(g)  "Complainant"  means  any  person  or  groups 
of  persons  claiming  to  be  aggrieved  under  this  sub- 
title. 

(h)  ''Respondent"  means  any  person  or  groups 
of  persons  against  whom  a  complaint  is  lodged. 

(i)  "Place  of  public  accommodation,  resort  or 
amusement"  shall  be  limited  to  inns,  roadhouses, 
hotels,  motels,  restaurants,  or  eating  houses,  all 
bath-houses,  swimming  pools,  all  retail  stores  and 
establishments,  theatres,  motion  picture  houses,  roof 
gardens,  music  halls,  race  courses,  skating  rinks, 
amusement  and  recreation  parks,  fairs  and  carni- 
vals, bowling  alleys,  shooting  galleries,  billiard 
and  pool  parlors,  garages,  and  all  public  conveyances 
operated  on  land  or  water  or  in  the  air,  as  well  as  the 
stations,  terminals,  and  airports  thereof,  and  ambu- 
lances; except  that  the  term  "place  of  public  ac- 
commodation, resort  or  amusement"  does  not  apply 
to  those  establishments  dealing  in  alcoholic  beve- 
rages where  the  average  daily  receipts  from  the 
sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  exceeds  the  average 
daily  receipts  from  the  sale  of  food  nor  to  that 
part  of  or  parts  of  such  establishments  which  part 
or  parts  are  primarily  devoted  to  the  sale  of  al- 
coholic beverages ;  and  except  further,  that  the  said 
term  "place  of  public  accommodation,  resort  or 
amusement"  shall  not  apply  to  any  bona  fide  private 
club  where  the  accommodations,  facilities  and  serv- 
ices are  restricted  to  the  members  of  such  club  and 
their  guests. 

(j)  "Educational  institution"  means  any  person, 
institution,  or  organization,  public  or  private,  ren- 
dering services  free  or  for  tuition,  and  licensed  or 
accredited  by  the  City,  State,  or  Federal  govern- 
ment, or  any  agency  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of 
teaching  or  instructing  persons  and  shall  include 
also  all  libraries,  art  galleries,  nursery  schools, 
kindergartens,  primary  and  secondaiy  schools,  high 
schools,  academies,  colleges  and  universities,  business 
schools,  and  extension  or  correspondence  courses, 
and  all  institutions  established  for  vocational  or 
professional  training  or  preparation;  but  shall  not 
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include  parochial  schools,  or  any  natural  person  who 
tutors  another  natural  person  or  persons  individually 
at  the  residence  of  either  the  tutor  or  the  student. 

(k)  "Health  and  welfare  service  agency"  means 
any  public,  voluntary,  or  private  health  or  welfare 
organization  which  receives  public  funds.  The  term 
includes  any  hospital,  clinic,  dispensary,  nursing 
home,  convalescent  home,  rehabilitation  center,  so- 
cial work,  agency,  community  service  center,  group 
work-recreation  center,  counseling  and  guidance 
service  agency,  sheltered  or  protective  workshop, 
social  agency,  day  camp  or  resident  camp,  protective 
service  organization  or  facility,  but  except  for  a 
hospital,  clinic  or  dispensary,  said  term  shall  not 
include  any  health  and  welfare  service  agency  (1) 
operated  by  a  bona  fide  religious  denomination  ex- 
clusively or  primarily  for  members  of  its  faith,  or 
(2)  operated  by  any  fraternal  organization  whose 
membership  is  limited  to  one  religious  denomination 
or  faith,  or  (3)  operated  by  any  charitable  organi- 
zation organized  exclusively  or  primarily  for  the 
benefit  of  members  of  one  denomination  or  faith. 

(1)  "Public  Funds"  means  funds  derived  from 
any  governmental  body  or  agency  thereof,  or  funds 
derived  from  general  citywide  solicitations. 

10.  Unlaivful  Employment  Practices.  Except 
where  a  particular  occupation  or  position  reasonably 
requires,  as  an  essential  qualification  thereof,  the 
employment  of  a  person  or  persons  of  a  particular 
race,  color,  religion,  national  origin,  or  ancestry  and 
such  qualification  is  not  adopted  as  a  means  of  cir- 
cumventing the  purpose  of  this  sub-title,  it  shall  be 
an  unlawful  practice: 

(a)  For  any  employer  to  discriminate  against  an 
individual  with  respect  to  hire,  tenure,  promotion, 
terms,  conditions,  or  privileges  of  employment  or 
any  matter  directly  or  indirectly  related  to  employ- 
ment; 

(b)  For  any  employer,  employment  agency  or 
labor  organization  to  practice  discrimination  by  de- 
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nying  or  limiting  through  a  quota  system  or  other- 
wise, employment  or  membership  opportunities  to 
any  group  or  individual ; 

(c)  For  any  employer,  employment  agency  or 
labor  organization  prior  to  employment  or  admis- 
sion to  membership  to: 

(i)  Make  any  inquiry  concerning,  or  record,  the 
race,  color,  religion,  national  origin,  or  an- 
cestry of  any  applicant  for  employment  or 
membership ; 

(ii)  Use  any  form  of  application  for  employment 
of  personnel  or  membership  blank  containing 
questions  or  entries  regarding  race,  color, 
religion,  national  origin,  or  ancestry; 

(iii)  Cause  to  be  printed,  published,  or  circulated 
any  notice  or  advertisement  relating  to  em- 
ployment or  membership  indicating  any  pref- 
erence, limitation,  specification,  or  discrimi- 
nation, based  upon  race,  color,  religion, 
national  origin,  or  ancestry. 

(d)  For  any  employment  agency  to  practice  dis- 
crimination by  failing  or  refusing  properly  to  classi- 
fy an  individual  or  to  refer  him  for  employment; 

(e)  For  any  labor  organization  to  discriminate 
against  any  individual,  by  limiting,  segregating,  or 
classifying  its  membership  in  any  v^^ay  which  would 
deprive  or  tend  to  deprive  such  individual  of  em- 
ployment opportunities  or  would  limit  his  employ- 
ment opportunities  or  otherwise  adversely  affect  his 
status  as  an  employee  or  as  an  application  for  em- 
ployment or  would  affect  adversely  his  wages,  hours, 
or  employment  conditions ; 

(f)  For  any  employer,  employment  agency,  or 
labor  organization  to  penalize  or  discriminate  in  any 
manner  against  any  individual  because  he  has  op- 
posed any  practice  forbidden  by  this  sub-title  or  be- 
cause he  has  made  a  complaint,  testified,  or  assisted 
in  any  manner  in  any  investigation,  proceeding,  or 
hearing  hereunder : 
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(g)  For  any  labor  organization  or  employers'  as- 
sociation established  for  the  purpose  of  training 
apprentice  candidates,  acting  individually  or  jointly, 
to  discriminate  against  any  person  with  respect  to 
admission  or  membership,  or  with  respect  to  terms, 
conditions  of  employment  or  training,  placement,  or 
any  other  benefits. 

11.  Unlatvful  Practices — Places  of  Public  Accom- 
modation, Resort  or  Amusement.  It  shall  be  an  un- 
lawful practice  for  any  person,  including  any  owner, 
lessee,  proprietor,  supei'intendent,  manager,  agent, 
or  employee  of  a  place  of  public  accommodation,  re- 
sort, or  amusement  to : 

(a)  Discriminate  against  any  person  by  directly 
or  indirectly  withholding  from  or  denying  to  such 
person  any  of  the  services,  advantages,  facilities,  or 
privileges  offered  by  such  place  of  public  accommo- 
dation, resort,  or  amusement; 

(b)  Discriminate  against  any  person,  in  the  set- 
ting of  rates  or  charges  for  any  of  the  services,  ad- 
vantages, facilities,  or  privileges  offered  by  such 
place  of  public  accommodation,  resort,  or  amuse- 
ment; 

(c)  Communicate,  publish,  advertise,  or  represent 
that  any  services,  advantages,  facilities,  or  privileges 
of  such  place  of  public  accommodation,  resort,  or 
amusement  will  be  refused,  withheld,  or  denied  to 
any  persons  on  account  of  race,  color,  religion,  na- 
tional origin,  or  ancestry;  or  that  the  patronage  or 
custom  of  any  person  belonging  to  or  purporting  to 
be  of  any  particular  race,  color,  religion,  national 
origin,  or  ancestry,  is  unwelcome,  objectionable,  or 
not  acceptable,  desired,  or  solicited. 

12.  Unlatvful  Practices  —  Educational  Institu- 
tions. It  shall  be  an  unlawful  educational  practice 
for  any  person  or  any  educational  institution,  or  any 
owner,  superintendent,  teacher,  professor,  manager, 
trustee,  or  officer  thereof  to: 

(a)  Discriminate  in  admissions  to  such  institu- 
tions or  to  restrict  or  limit  the  same  by  quota  or 
otherwise ; 
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(b)  Discriminate  in  the  admission  of  any  student 
to  any  course  or  courses  of  study  or  programs  offered 
by  or  in  any  such  educational  institution ; 

(c)  Discriminate  against  any  student  with  respect 
to  any  of  the  facilities  of  such  institution  otherwise 
afforded  to  students  or  available  to  students  whether 
or  not  such  facilities  or  accommodations  are  on  or 
off  the  campus  or  owned,  rented,  or  leased  for  the 
benefit  of  students. 

(d)  Discriminate  or  promote  discrimination  oy 
any  organization  officially  recognized  by  such  edu- 
cational institution  with  respect  to  any  extra-cur- 
ricular activities,  whether  or  not  those  activities  take 
place  on  or  off  the  campus  of  said  educational  insti- 
tution ; 

(e)  Discriminate  against  any  person  in  the  estab- 
lislmient  of  rates,  fees,  or  tuition  for  any  service  or 
program  offered  by  such  educational  institution,  or 
by  any  owner,  superintendent,  teacher,  professor, 
manager,  or  officer  thereof ; 

( f )  Communicate,  publish,  advertise,  or  represent 
that  any  of  the  courses,  services,  programs,  facili- 
ties, lectures,  affairs,  or  privileges  are  withheld  from, 
or  denied  to,  any  person  on  a  discriminatory  basis, 
or  that  any  person  is  unwelcome,  objectionable  or  un- 
acceptable because  of  race,  color,  religion,  national 
origin,  or  ancestry. 

lo.  Ihilairful  Practices  —  Health  and  Welfare 
Agencies.  It  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  for  any 
health  and  welfare  agency,  or  owner,  supervisor, 
staff  person,  director,  manager,  or  officer  thereof 
to: 

(a)  Discriminate  against  any  person  by  refusing, 
denying,  or  withholding  from  him  any  of  the  serv- 
ices, programs,  benefits,  facilities,  or  privileges  of 
any  health  and  welfare  program  or  service; 

(b)  Discriminate  against  any  person,  in  the  set- 
ting of  rates  or  charges  for  any  of  the  services,  pro- 
grams, benefits,  facilities,  or  privileges  of  any  such 
agency ; 
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(c)  Communicate,  publish,  advertise,  or  represent 
that  any  of  the  services,  programs,  benefits,  facihties 
or  privileges  of  any  health  or  welfare  agency  are 
withheld  from  or  denied  to  any  person  on  a  discrimi- 
natory basis,  or  that  the  patronage  of  any  person  is 
unwelcome,  objectionable,  or  unacceptable,  because 
of  race,  color,  religion,  national  origin,  or  ancestry ; 

14.  Additional  Unlaivful  Practices.  It  shall  be  an 
unlawful  practice  for  any  person  to  aid,  abet,  incite, 
compel,  or  coerce  the  doing  of  any  act  declared  herein 
to  be  an  unlawful  practice  or  to  obstruct  or  prevent 
any  person  from  complying  with  the  provisions  of 
this  sub-title  or  any  order  issued  hereunder,  or  to 
attempt,  directly  or  indirectly,  alone,  or  in  concert 
with  others,  to  commit  any  act  declared  by  this  sub- 
title to  be  an  unlawful  practice. 

15.  Baltimore  Community  Relations  Commission. 

(a)  The  agency  originally  created  as  the  Balti- 
more Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Commission 
and  subsequently  continued  as  the  Baltimore  Equal 
Opportunity  Commission  is  continued  as  the  Balti- 
more Community  Relations  Commission  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

(b)  The  Commission  consists  of  ten  members 
(continued  from  the  former  Baltimore  Equal  Oppor- 
tunity Commission),  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  subject  to  approval  by  the  City  Council.  Any 
five  members  of  the  Commission  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  They  shall  serve  without  compensation  but 
shall  be  reimbursed  for  all  expenses  necessarily  in- 
curred. Each  member  of  the  Commission  shall  serve 
for  a  period  of  three  years  and  until  his  successor  is 
duly  appointed  and  qualified,  except  that  in  the  case 
of  those  first  appointed  the  terms  shall  be  staggered 
as  follows:  three  to  serve  for  one  year;  three  to 
serve  for  two  years;  and  three  to  serve  for  three 
years.  The  members  of  the  Commission  shall  an- 
nually elect  a  chairman  from  among  the  members  of 
the  Commission  and  shall  appoint  a  secretary. 

(c)  The  Commission  has  the  responsibility  for  the 
elimination  of  discrimination  in  all  areas  of  com- 
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munity  life,  as  more  particularly  provided  through- 
out this  sub-title. 

16.  Poivcrs  and  Duties  of  the  Commission.  The 
Commission  is  authorized  to  and  shall : 

(a)  Formulate  and  carry  out  a  comprehensive 
educational  and  action  program  designed  to  elimi- 
nate and  prevent  prejudice  and  discrimination  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore. 

(b)  Receive  and  investigate  and  seek  to  adjust  ail 
complaints  of  unlawful  practices  forbidden  by  this 
sub-title,  but  no  complaint  shall  be  received  unless 
made  to  the  Commission  within  thirty  days  of  such 
alleged  unlawful  practice. 

(c)  Make  appropriate  findings  as  a  result  of  any 
of  its  investigations. 

(d)  From  time  to  time,  but  not  less  than  once  a 
year,  render  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  a  writ- 
ten report  of  its  activities  and  recommendations. 

(e)  Adopt  and  publish  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  functions  of  the 
Commission  and  to  effectuate  the  purposes  and  pro- 
visions of  this  sub-title. 

(f)  Consult  with  such  advisory  agencies  and  con- 
ciliation councils  as  will  aid  in  effectuating  the  pur- 
poses of  this  sub-title. 

(g)  Conduct  investigations  and  studies  and  hold 
public  hearings  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the 
existence  of  problems,  practices,  or  conditions  in 
the  areas  placed  under  its  jurisdiction  by  this  or 
any  other  ordinance  or  by  State  or  Federal  law. 

(h)  In  the  enforcement  of  this  sub-title,  issue  sub- 
poenas and  compel  the  attendance  and  testimony  of 
witnesses  and  the  production  of  books,  papers,  rec- 
ords, and  documents  relevant  or  necessary  for  hear- 
ings, investigations,  and  proceedings.  Any  such  sub- 
poena shall  be  served  by  the  Sheriff  of  Baltimore 
City  or  any  of  his  deputies.  In  case  of  disobedience 
to  a  subpoena,  the  Commission  may  apply  to  the 
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court  of  appropriate  jurisdiction  of  Baltimore  City 
for  an  order  requiring  the  attendance  and  testimony 
of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books,  papers, 
records,  and  documents.  Said  court  may,  in  case  of 
contumacy  or  refusal  to  obey  any  such  subpoena, 
after  notice  to  the  person  subpoenaed,  and  upon 
finding  that  the  attendance  or  testimony  of  such  wit- 
nesses or  the  production  of  such  books,  papers,  rec- 
ords, and  documents,  as  the  case  may  be,  is  relevant 
or  necessary  for  such  hearings,  investigations,  or 
proceedings  of  the  Commission,  issue  an  order  re- 
quiring the  attendance  and  testimony  of  such  wit- 
nesses and  the  production  of  such  books,  papers, 
records  and  documents,  or  any  of  them,  and  any 
failure  to  obey  such  order  of  said  court  may  be 
punished  by  such  court  as  contempt  thereof. 

(i)  To  cooperate,  negotiate,  and  contract  on  be- 
half of  the  City  with  any  State  or  Federal  agency 
functioning  or  having  jurisdiction  in  the  same  areas 
as  the  Commission,  with  respect  to  the  subject  mat- 
ter of  this  sub-title,  to  the  end  that  duplication  of 
effort  in  said  areas  may  be  avoided. 

17.   Complaints. 

(a)  Any  person  claiming  to  be  aggrieved  by  an 
alleged  unlawful  practice  may,  by  himself  or  his  at- 
torney, make,  sign,  and  file  with  the  Commission  a 
complaint  in  writing  under  oath.  The  complaint 
shall  state  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  al- 
leged to  have  committed  the  unlawful  practice  (here- 
inafter referred  to  as  the  respondent)  and  the  par- 
ticulars thereof,  and  contain  such  other  information 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Commission. 

(b)  Whenever  it  has  reason  to  believe  that  any 
person  has  been  engaged  or  is  engaging  in  any  un- 
lawful practice,  the  Commission  may  issue  a  com- 
plaint. 

(c)  Any  respondent  whose  employees  refuse  or 
threaten  to  refuse  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  may,  by  himself  or  his  attorney,  file 
with   the   Commission   a   written   complaint  under 
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oath  asking  for  assistance  by  conciliation  or  other 
remedial  action. 

18.   Investigation. 

(a)  After  the  filing  of  any  complaint,  the  Com- 
mission shall  consider  such  complaint,  and  where  the 
Commission  by  majority  vote  shall  deem  it  neces- 
sary, it  will  refer  the  complaint,  in  its  discretion,  to 
the  appropriate  section  of  the  Commission's  staff 
for  prompt  investigation  and  ascertainment  of  the 
facts.  The  results  of  the  investigation  shall  be  re- 
duced to  written  findings  of  fact. 

(b)  If  the  finding  is  made  that  there  is  probable 
cause  for  believing  that  an  unlawful  practice  has 
been  or  is  being  committed,  the  Commission's  staff 
shall  immediately  endeavor  to  eliminate  the  unlawful 
practice  by  conference,  conciliation,  and  persuasion. 
Where  the  unlawful  practice  pertains  to  employ- 
ment, the  Commission's  staff  shall  be  authorized  to 
require  as  a  condition,  the  elimination  of  the  unlaw- 
ful practice,  upgrading,  or  reinstatement  of  the  em- 
ployee discriminated  against,  with  or  without  back 
pay,  hiring,  or  acceptance  in  any  respondent  labor 
organization,  as  the  situation  may  warrant. 

(c)  If  an  agreement  is  reached  for  the  elimination 
of  such  unlawful  practice  as  a  result  of  such  confer- 
ence, conciliation,  and  persuasion,  the  agreement 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  re- 
spondent, and  an  order  shall  be  entered  by  the  Com- 
mission setting  forth  the  terms  of  said  agreement. 
No  order  shall  be  entered  by  the  Commission  at  this 
stage  of  the  proceedings  except  upon  such  written 
agreement.  If  no  such  agreement  can  be  reached,  a 
finding  to  that  effect  shall  be  made  and  reduced  to 
writing,  with  a  copy  thereof  furnished  to  the  com- 
plainant and  the  respondent. 

(d)  If  the  finding  is  made  that  there  is  no  prob- 
able cause,  said  fmding  shall  be  reduced  to  writing 
and  a  copy  promptly  mailed  by  certified  mail  to  the 
complainant  and  to  the  respondent.  Within  seven 
days  after  receipt  thereof,  the   complainant  shall 
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have  the  right  to  appeal  such  finding  to  the  Com- 
mission by  filing  a  written  statement  with  it. 

(e)  Neither  the  Commission  nor  its  staff  shall 
disclose  what  has  transpired  during  the  course  of 
any  investigation;  nor  shall  any  publicity  be  given 
to  any  negotiations  or  to  the  fact  that  a  complaint 
has  been  filed. 

19.  Hearings. 

(a)  In  case  of  failure  to  reach  an  agreement  for 
the  elimination  of  such  unlawful  practice,  and  upon 
the  entry  of  findings  to  that  effect,  the  entire  file, 
including  the  complaint  and  any  and  all  findings 
made,  shall  be  certified  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mission. The  Chairman  of  the  Commission  shall 
thereupon  appoint  a  hearing  tribunal  of  three  or 
more  persons,  who  shall  be  members  of  the  Com- 
mission, acting  in  the  name  of  the  Commission,  to 
hear  the  complaint  and  shall  cause  to  be  issued  and 
served  in  the  name  of  the  Commission  a  written 
notice,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  complaint,  as  the 
same  may  have  been  amended,  and  a  copy  of  the  find- 
ings of  fact,  requiring  the  respondent  to  answer  the 
charges  of  the  complaint  at  a  public  hearing  before 
such  tribunal,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  specified  in 
such  notice. 

(b)  The  respondent  may  file  a  written  answer  to 
the  complaint  and  appear  at  the  hearing  in  person 
or  otherwise,  with  or  without  counsel,  and  submit 
testimony  and  be  fully  heard  and  otherwise  examine 
and  cross-examine  witnesses. 

(c)  The  tribunal  conducting  any  hearing  may  per- 
mit reasonable  amendment  to  any  complaint  or  an- 
swer. Testimony  at  the  hearing  shall  be  under  oath 
and  recorded. 

(d)  If,  upon  all  the  evidence,  the  tribunal  finds 
that  the  respondent  has  engaged  in  any  unlawful 
practice,  it  shall  state  its  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions thereto  and  certify  the  same  to  the  Commis- 
sion.   The  Commission  shall  issue  and  cause  to  be 
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served  on  such  respondent  an  order  requiring  such 
respondent  to  cease  and  desist  from  such  unhiwful 
practice  and  to  take  such  affirmative  action  as  will 
effectuate  the  purpose  of  this  sub-title.  In  addition, 
where  the  unlawful  practice  pertains  to  employment, 
the  Commission  shall  be  authorized  in  its  discretion 
to  require  the  elimination  of  the  unlawful  practice, 
upgrading  or  reinstatement  of  the  employee  discri- 
minated against,  with  or  without  back  pay,  hiring, 
or  acceptance  in  any  respondent  labor  organization, 
as  the  situation  may  warrant. 

20.   Enforcement. 

(a)  In  the  event  any  respondent  refuses  to  com- 
ply with  an  order  of  the  Commission  (as  to  any 
matter  other  than  those  covered  by  Section  17  (h) 
of  this  sub-title),  or  in  the  event,  at  any  time  after 
the  filing  of  a  complaint,  the  Commission  determines 
that  the  alleged  unlawful  practice  will  have  become 
final  and  unrectifiable  unless  restrained,  the  Com- 
mission may  certify  the  matter  to  the  City  Law  De- 
partment. 

(b)  The  City  Law  Department  shall  thereupon 
proceed,  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  as  soon  as  reasonably  possible,  to  in- 
voke the  aid  of  an  appropriate  court  to  secure  com- 
pliance with  the  Commission's  order  and  with  the 
provisions  of  this  sub-title,  or  to  prevent  final,  un- 
rectifiable accomplishment  of  a  practice  designated 
as  unlawful  by  this  sub-title,  as  the  case  may  be. 
The  court  shall  have  power  to  grant  such  temporary 
relief  or  restraining  order  as  it  deems  just  and 
proper  and  to  make  and  enter  an  order  enforcing, 
modifying,  and  enforcing,  as  so  modified,  or  setting 
aside,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  order  of  the  Commis- 
sion. 

21.  Severahilifi/.  The  provisions  of  this  subtitle 
are  severable.  Should  any  section,  subsection,  para- 
graph, or  clause,  or  the  application  of  any  of  it  to  a 
particular  state  or  case,  be  held  unconstitutional, 
invalid,  or  illegal,  the  same  shall  not  affect  the  re- 
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mainder  of  the  subtitle  or  its  application  to  other 
persons  or  circumstances.  It  is  expressly  declared 
that  this  subtitle  would  have  been  adopted  if  such 
unconstitutional,  invalid  or  illegal  sections,  subsec- 
tions, paragraphs  or  clauses  had  never  been  included 
herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to  which 
the  subtitle  or  any  part  hereof  is  held  inapplicable 
had  been  specifically  exempted  therefrom.  Further- 
more, if  any  exclusion,  exemption,  or  exception  pro- 
vided for  in  this  subtitle  be  held  unconstitutional, 
invalid,  or  illegal,  the  remaining  provisions  shall  be 
retained  as  if  such  exclusion,  exemption,  or  excep- 
tion had  never  been  included  in  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Balti- 
more Community  Relations  Commission  herein  pro- 
vided for  is  a  continuation  of  the  Baltimore  Equal 
Opportunity  Commission  now  functioning  pursuant 
to  Ordinance  No.  1249,  approved  June  5,  1962,  as 
amended  by  Ordinance  No.  1339,  approved  August 
31,  1962  (the  Baltimore  Equal  Opportunity  Commis- 
sion in  turn  having  been  a  continuation  of  the  Balti- 
more Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Commission 
formerly  functioning  pursuant  to  Ordinance  No. 
379,  approved  April  18,  1956,  as  amended  by  Ordi- 
nance No.  409,  approved  July  6,  1960).  Nothing  in 
this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  or  applied  to  affect 
or  interrupt  the  continuity  of  the  former  Baltimore 
Equal  Opportunity  Commission  (which  in  turn  was 
the  former  Baltimore  Equal  Employment  Opportu- 
nity Commission)  or  the  tenure  and  present  mem- 
bership thereof  or  the  appropriations  thereto.  It  is 
the  intent  of  this  ordinance  with  respect  to  the  for- 
mer Baltimore  Equal  Opportunity  Commission 
(which  in  turn  was  the  former  Baltimore  Equal  Em- 
ployment Opportunity  Commission)  simply  to 
change  the  name  and  to  change  some  of  the  duties 
thereof. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordi- 
nance shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

panying that  ordinance;  and  to  amend  sheet  nos. 
73,  74  and  84  of  the  Use  District  and  Height  and 
Area  District  Map  of  Article  40  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  ''Zoning,"  as  re- 
vised by  Ordinance  No.  711,  approved  May  21, 
1953,  by  changing  from  the  E-40  Height  and  Area 
District  to  the  D-9-40  Height  and  Area  District 
the  property  lying  northeast  of  Charles  Avenue 
and  westerly  from  Hollins  Ferry  Road,  as  outlined 
in  RED ;  by  changing  from  the  Industrial  Use, 
B-l-i/4  Height  and  Area  District  to  the  Residential 
Use,  D-9-40  Height  and  Area  District  the  prop- 
erty easterly  from  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road and  northeast  from  Charles  Avenue  as  out- 
lined in  BLUE ;  and  by  changing  from  the  Resi- 
dential Use,  E-40  Height  and  Area  District  to  the 
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Industrial  Use,  B-I-V2  Height  and  Area  District 
the  property  lying  east  of  Gable  Avenue  and  north- 
east of  Charles  Avenue,  as  outlined  in  GREEN  on 
the  four  plats  accompanying  this  ordinance. 

Whereas:  Ordinance  No.  302  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  approved  March  13,  1956, 
provided  in  part  as  follows : 

"That  Sheets  Nos.  73,  74  and  84  of  the  Use  Dis- 
trict and  the  Height  and  Area  District  Map  of- 
Article  40  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  of  1950 
(titled  'Zoning') ,  as  revised  by  Ordinance  No.  711, 
approved  May  21,  1953,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
amended  by  changing  from  the  *E-40  Height  and 
Area  District'  to  the  'D-9-40  Height  and  Area  Dis- 
trict' the  property  northeast  of  Charles  Avenue 
and  west  of  Hollins  Ferry  Road,  as  outlined  in 
Red ;  and  by  changing  from  the  'Second  Com- 
mercial Use,  B-I-V2  Height  and  Area  District'  to 
the  'Residential  Use,  D-9-40  Height  and  Area  Dis- 
trict' the  property  east  of  the  B  &  0  RR.  and 
northeast  of  Charles  Avenue,  as  outlined  in  Blue ; 
and  by  changing  from  the  'Residential  Use,  B-I-V2 
Height  and  Area  District',  the  property  east  of 
Gable  Avenue  and  northeast  of  Charles  Avenue,  as 
outlined  in  Green  on  the  nine  plats  accompanying 
this  ordinance." 

The  plats  which  accompanied  this  ordinance  were 
in  conformity  with  the  wording  of  the  ordinance 
itself. 

However,  both  the  ordinance  and  the  plats  were  in 
error  as  to  two  portions  of  the  three  contained 
therein ;  i.e.,  where  the  ordinance  purported  to 
change  from  the  "Second  Commercial"  district  to 
the  Residential  district  the  area  outlined  in  blue,  it 
should  have  read  from  the  "Industrial"  district  to 
the  Residential  district;  and  where  the  ordinance 
and  plats  purported  to  change  from  the  Residential 
district  to  the  "Second  Commercial  district,  the  area 
outlined  in  green,  it  should  have  changed  that  area 
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from  the  Residential  dif?trict  to  the   ''Industrial" 
district. 

It  is  desirable  to  correct  these  two  errors  in  Ordi- 
nance 302,  and  at  the  same  time  to  confirm  the 
validity  and  correctness  of  the  change  made  as  to  the 
area  on  the  plats  outlined  in  red :

and  Area  District  to  the  Residential  Use,  D-9-40 
Height  and  Area  District  the  property  easterly  from 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  and  northeasterly 
from  Charles  Avenue  as  outlined  in  BLUE :  and  by 
changing  from  the  Residential  Use,  E-40  Height  and 
Area  District  to  the  Industrial  Use,  B-I-I/2  Height 
and  Area  District  the  property  lying  east  of  Gable 
Avenue  and  northeast  of  Charles  Avenue,  as  outlined 
in  GREEN  on  the  four  plats  accompanying  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  upon  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance  by  the  City  Council,  as 
evidence  of  the  authenticity  of  the  plat  which  is  a 
part  hereof,  and  in  order  to  give  notice  to  the  depart- 
ments which  are  administering  the  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance, the  said  plats  shall  be  signed  by  the  President 
of  the  City  Council,  and  upon  approval  of  the  ordi-

revaluation  and  valuation  aforesaid ;  provided,  that 
if  the  said  arbitrators  shall,  after  a  reasonable  time, 
fail  to  agree  upon  a  third  arbitrator,  then  the  Chief 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  Bench  of  Baltimore  City  shall 
appoint  such  arbitrator.    Provided  that  nothing  in 
this   Section   2   shall   be   construed   to   prevent   the 
]\Iayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  from  requiring 
the  removal  of  the  plant  and  property  of  the  grantee 
without  cost  to  the  City  upon  termination  of  the 
franchise  for  any  reason  whatsoever  as  provided 
for  in  Section  8  hereof. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  right 
and   power   are   hereby   expressly   reserved   to   the 
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Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  at  all  times, 
to  exercise  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  full  munici- 
pal superintendence,  regulation  and  control  in  re- 
spect to  all  matters  connected  with  the  grant  herein 
contained  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  there-

by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its 
officers  and  agents,  or  any  other  officers  or  agents 
duly  authorized  by  law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  re- 
paving  the  spaces  between  the  rails  of  said  tracks 
and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof,  of  whatever 
materials  the  same  may  be  constructed. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  constructed  and 
maintained  under  the  supervision  and  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets,  and  other 
drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary  connecting 
pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose  of 
proper  drainage  of  said  streets,  alleys  and  tracks ; 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Balti- 
more City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or  all  of  the 
above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to  time,  to  be  final. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  upon  the 
termination  of  the  franchise  herein  granted :  (a)  by
